The Surprize of the Italian was yer greater, 
when after having conſidered theſe CharaQters 
with more Attention, he found them to be Ara- 
bick : which Language was not alcogether unknown 
to him, which made him look narrowlier into 
them, where he found, That they treated of Af- 
fairs of State: Thar rhey contained Relations of 
War and Peace; and difſcouried, not only of rhe 
Aﬀairs of France, but of thoſe of all Chriſtendom,

The curious Italtan was in no ſmall Impa- 
tience, to know how, and where theſe Memnri- 
als had been writ, and by what adventure they 
came to he ſo negleRed in a Corner of his Cham- 
her. Bur, before he further informed himſelf, 
he thought it expedient to tranſport theſe Manu- 
ſcripts incoancther Rouſe, as a place of greater Se-

He faid 
further, Thar this Strangers greateſt Friend, and 
whom he ſaw ofren, was a Man which moſt Peo- 
ple rook for a Saint, ſome for a Jew, and 0- 
ther ſuſpeRed to be a Turk, According to the 
Landlord's Report, he came to Paris in the Year 
1-637. being then bur Twenty eight Years of Age. 
Ar firſt he had lodg'd with a Flemming 3 he went 
oft to Court ; Moneys never failed him 3 he had 
Friends, and paſſed for very Learned. As for 
his End, this Man thinks he died miſerably 3 it

Had Acceſs into the Cabinets of Princes and their 
Miniſters. 


Theſe Letrers contain the moſt confiderable 
Intrigues of the Court of France, and the moſt 
emarkable Tranſactions of Chriſtendom, which 
have been ſent to ſeveral Officers of the Ottoman 
Court, 


By theſe may be Rnown the Perſpicacity of 
rhis Agent of the Turks; and by him the Pru- 
dence of thoſe that command in that Nation , 
who choſe (the better to penetrate into the 
Aﬀii's of Chriflians) a Man, who could nor 
be ſuſpeted by hi Exterior 3 who was de- 
form'd, bur prudent and adviſed ; and, for the 
betrer concealing him, deſtined his ordinary A- 
bode in one of tle greateſt and moſt peopled Ci- 
ties of Europe, 


During his being at Paris, which was Forty 
Five 'Years, he has been Eye-witnefs of many 
great Changes; has ſeen the Death of Two 
great Minifters of Srate 3 has ſeen that Ring» 
dom involved in Wear, without and within. Be 
vas {ſcarce ſerried in Pary, bur he was Witneis 
ro tiie of a King, who ſurpaſſes thoſe thac 
preceded him: in a rime, when thc Queen's 
Barrenneſs, cauſed rhe King , her Eutband, to 
&c{yzir of ever having a Son chat {ou ſucceed 
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Durmg the Courſe of . ſo many Years , he hath 
ſeet) Cities Revolr, and return again to the Obedi- 
ence of their Sovereign ; Princes of the Blood, 
make War againft their King 3 and Queen Mary de 
Medecis, Wite, Mother, and Mother 1n law ro ſome 
of the greateſt Kings in Europe, die in Exile in Co- 
I -:ne. He 
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He ſpeaks frankly of the Princes of Chriſtendom, 
and explains his Senriments with Liberty. He faith, 
The Emperor commands Princes, the King of Spain 
Men, and the King of France {ces Men, and even 
Kings obey his Orders. He adds, Thar the Firſt 
commands and prays, the Second (ces ofr times 

' more effeed than h{ commanded ,; and thar the 
Third commands matiy brave Soldiers, and 1s well 
nigh obeyed by Crown'd Heads. There appears 
no Hate or Animoſfity in him, in what he writes 
againſt rhe Pope, In diſcourfing of the Emperor 
and King of Spain, he ſays, Thar both of them ha- 
ving Proviices of ſuch vaſt Extent, rhey are nor 
muci1 concerned at rhe Loſſes they ſuſtain. 


He believed that England was more power- 
ful chan che Empire, and Spain ar Sea, He ap- 
prehended more the Counſels of the Republick' of 
Venice, than their Arms, He magnifies what pat-- 
ſed in che Wars of Candy, which the Veretians tup- 
ported with ſo much Bravcry againſt the Forces 
of the Ottoman Empire, The Genoejes with him 
are perfe&t Chymiſts, He ſpeaks of the laſt Plague, 
and ja{t War that this Commonwealth hath been at- 
f:ted with ; he rouches ſomeriiing of the late 
Conſpiracy againſt this Scate by Raggt and Torre 3 
32d ro ſhew, that he underſtood rheir Hiſtory, he 
fays ſomewhat of Vachero and Balb!. 


Thou wilt ſee, Reader, by the Progreſs of the 
Woik, what this fecret Envoy of the Ottoman 
Port, rhought of the other Princes - of Traly, and 
thoſe of the North : And I have drawn his Picture, 
becauſe thou maiſt underſtand berrer what I give 
thee of him,

taken and made a Slaye by the Chriſtians, was 
brought into Sicily, where he applyed himielf ro 
Learning. He ſtudied Logich in his Caprivity, and 
applyed himſelf much to Hiſtory ; he overcame 
chem by ſuffering wich Patience the Blows of his 
Maſter, who often bear him for endeayouring to 
acquire thofe Lights, which this Brute had vor. 
And finally, afrer much Labour, grear Aſfſtiduity, and 
long Watchings, he came, as he writes himſelf, 
to underſtand Gree and Latin Authors; he had 
Commerce afterwards with the beſt Maſters ; and 
during his ſojourning in the French Court, he join- 
ed Experience to the Knowledge he had acquired. 


He explains himſelf neatly, and ſpeaks of Things 
with great Frankneſs, His Scyle ſhews a grear li- 
berry of Spirit, and never Paſſion ; and 1 it ap- 
pear that he accommodates himſelf to the Faſhion 
of the Court, one may ſee rhar ir is not out cf de- 
ſign to pleaſe, bur that he wiſely conforms himſelf 
{omerimes to the Genz's of Nations. 


Thou wilt find in his Letters Wit and Learning, 
If ſometimes he appears tart, *ris to ſhew his Viva- 
city, not diſoblige 3 and he appears all over fally 
inſtructed in Ancient and Modern Hiſtory. He 1s 
very reſerved when he blames, and feems perſwa- 
ded when he praiſes. When he ſpeaks to the 
great Men of the Port, his Style is very grave; and 
he changes when he writes tro meaner Perſons. He 
never tells News that he is not afſured of, nor thinks 
of divin:ng Things that ſeem obſcure to him. 


He gives rare Leflons when he writes of the 
Revolutions of Catalonia, the Kingdoms of Na- 
ples, Portugal and England, which happened in 
our Days; with ſtrange Circumſtances, terrible 
Murders, and the Death of a Potent Kirg, Mar- 
tyr'd 
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tyr'd by his own Subje&s upon a Scaffold before his 
own Door. 


He weighs much the Duke of Guiſe's hardy Re- 
ſolution of going ro Naples, ro ſuccour the Reyolr- 
ed there; and he reaſons not as a Barbarian, but 
like an able Stateſman, and wiſe Philoſopher, on 
the Riſe and Ruin of Stares. He always diſcourſes 
with Liberty, and whar he ſays, is filled with ſo- 
lid and agreeable Thoughts, He ſpeaks ſomerimes 
of the Cruelty and Tyranny of the Tarks, of the 
Violence of the Miniſters of the Port, and upon 
the precipitzred Death which many of the Sul- 
tans, Baſh 1's and /1ziers are forced to ſuffer. Bur 
this Language is only to his Friends and Conf- 
dents. 


However, though theſe Letters be neither Gree7 
nor Latin, nor written by a Chriſtian, they contain 
nothing of Barbarous; and though the Ignorant 
be in great Numbers amongſt the TurLs, there arc 
yer Men of preat Underſtanding, that write the 
Annals of the Ottoman Empire, though iney are ror 
eaſily come by ; for, their Books not being prints 
ed, they ſcarce ever reach us. We may notwith- 
ſtanding believe, Thac amongſt this Nation, that 
we term Barbarous, there are great and wife Cap- 
rains, good Men, and learned Authors; as we 
have amongſt us Generals without Conduct, Hy- 


 pocricical Votaries, and ignorant Feilows that pre- 


tend to be Maſtcrs, - 


To juſtific whar I affirm of the Turks, ler us bur 
conſider their Vidtories, which have gained them 
ſo.many Kingdoms, their Power at Sea, their Ex- 
afneſs co puniſh Crimes, and to reward Merit. As 
for Printing, they would never endure jr amongſt 
them. A Grard Vizier's Judgment of it was re- 

4 markab!le: 


markatie, which ſkews rather heir Prudence than 
any eff2&: of rheir Ignorance. A famous Printer of 
Heiland, by Religion a Jew, came to Conſtantinople, 
bringing Prefles with him, with Characters of all 
Sorts of Tatoms, particularly Arabick, Turk, Greek 
and Perſian Letters, with deſign to introduce the 
uſe of Printing into that great City. As ſoon as the 
Virier was informed of ir, he cauſcd rhe Few ro be 
Hanged, and broke all his Engines, and Miiltons 
of Characters which he had brought 3; declaring, 
tr woald be a great Cruelty, that One Man ſhould, 
ro Enrich himielf, rake the Bread out of the Mouchs 
of Eleven Thouſand Scribes, who gained their 
Livings at Con/tantinople by their Pens. 


Peruſe, Gentle Reader, what I offer, wichour 
fear of riring thy ſelf, or being deceived. As 
C-riftian Authors think of nothing ordinarily, bur 
of writing Panegyricks in hopes of Reward, we 
have reaſon to believe not to find all the Truth 
in their Works, Intereſt and Paſſion do ofren 
make good Frinces paſs for Tyrants, and unjuſt 
and cruel Princes, are ſometimes transferred to 
Poſterity for Models of Juſtice and Clemency. 
This occaſions Hiſtories which iſſue from fo corrupt 
a Source, to ſerye like a ptich'd Field for Modern 
Writers, where the one and the other combat for 
the deſtruion of Truth ; the one falſly reporting 
what they have heard; and the other, by as bad- 
ly repreſenting the things they ſeem to witneſs, 
Moft Princes will have their Alrars, and then "tis 
no wonder if there are Prieſts found to ſacrifice 
to Falſhood, and Idolaters to deface the Sratue of 
Xruth. | 

There is no General that will not always ſeem 
Conqueror, and Princes neyer confeſs their Loffes, 
which occaſions a Confuſion, and the ARions of 


Men do thereby become doubtful.

How many times have we ſeen both the Vitors 
and Vanquiſhed make Bonfires for their Succeſles ? 
And, in our Days, we have known the French re. 
zoyce, and the Spaniards and Germans fing their Te 
Dean for the ſame thing. 


As weare, perhaps, now leſs juſt than in Ages 
paſt, ir is difficult ro write things as they are, par- 
ticularly during the Lives of Princesz whoſe Hi- 
ſtory cannot be writ without Fear, nor the Tru:h 
ſaid without Danger, For theſe Reaſons, we ought 
por to queſtion the Credit of our Arabian, who re+ 
ports with Liberty what came to his Knowl:dpe : 
Beſides, he being an Univerſal Enemy to Chriſti. 
anity, and a concealed one, neither diſcbliged or 
pained by any, and religiouſly true to his Prince, 
whom he 2dores as a Pivinty; it cannot be ima- 
gined, that he ſays any thing for Fear or Fayour, 


As theſe Relations have been read with Atrentji. 
on and diligently examined, we may be aſſured 
of an exa&t Kiſtory, abounding in conſiderable E- 
ventsz and this Hiſtory being ſeparared into Let. 
rers as rhe Author writ them, the Reader may read 
them withour repining. If he will not acknow- 
ledge the Tranſlators Pains, let lim ar leaſt receive 
the Labours of a dead Man with Civility, one tha: 
never dreamt his Memorials would be printed, and 


that ſerved his Maſter faithfully.

Confederate Princes: being reconcil'd, 
' Inall. ontward appearance, to the Kng, 
their Soveraign. But,. on a ſudden, new 
Jealouſics ariſing ,' ahout the Beginning 
of September, 1616, the Prince of Conde

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was ſeiz'd and clapt np. And Decla> 
rations of War publith'd againſt the 
Princes, his Confederates. Yet this was 
all huſtrd up 'again,-and a Peace made 
the following Year, tpon the Death of 
the Marſhal #@ Ancres , the fore-mentti- 
'  on'd Florentine, and Favourite of the 
Queen, who was kill'd in the Zowvre, 
by the King's own Command z in that 
when they were going to arreſt him, 
he offer'd to draw his Sword in his- 
Defence. 


The Fall. of this 1taljan ſeem'd now 
to pacifie all Maleconterits, Burt the 
Queen taking it to Heatt, 1evir'd from 
the Court. Which gave occaſion to 
| the King to aſſume-the Publick Admi- 
niſtration of the Government into his 
own Hands. And a while sfter, he re-- 
leas'd the Prince of Conde from his 
'Confinement. 


Much about the ſame Time, there 
broke forth Civil Wars: among the 
Griſons, vpon the account of Religion.

© Achmet dying, was ſucceeded by A4u- 
fapha, his Brother :-Of whom our Au- 
thor makes ſome Mention ; as of his, 
throwing Gold to the Fiſhes of the Sea ; 
(5). 4 and 
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and of the Cruelty of Sultan Amweth IV. 
in cauſing him to be Strangled. -lIn- 
deed , he was a Prince who made ſo 
ſmall and contemptible a Figure in the ' 
World, That few Hiſtorians take any 
other Notice of him, than-as a Man. 
ave fit for a Convent, than fora Royal 
Palace. 


Therefore he being Depos'd , and 
Remanded to his Former Priſon, here 
he had ſpent his Youth ; Oſman, the 
Son of Achmer, was placd- in the 
Throne of his Fathers: He Renewed 
the Ancient Leagues, which had been 
made between his Anceſtors and ſeveral 
Chriſtian Princes ; wrote Letters to 
Temes |, King of England, and Lews XLII. 
King of France , Aided the Emperour of 
Germany againſt the Hdwngarians, Bobe. 
hemians, and other Rebels, But at length 
entring into a War with Poland, his 
Army was beaten. From which Time 
his Aﬀairs began to decline, And: the 
next Year giving out that he would 
make a Pilgrimage to. Mecca, he was 
Strangled by the. Fanizarics , 'who tu- 
ſpeed that he defign'd to aboliſh r= 
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Order, and alter the Conftitution of the. 
Emprre. . 

Then X4uſtapha was taken out of his. 


Priſon again, and the ſecond Time 
plac'd in the Throze: Who ſoon after 


experienc'd the Mntability of Fortune, 


in that he was again laid aſide; and 4- 
amurath, . the Brother of Oſman, Eſta- 
blifn'd in his ſtead. 


This Amurath was a very Warlike 
Prince , and eſteem'd the Nouteſt Man 
of his Age. He had not long Sway'd 
the Ottoman Scepter, when the Perſrans 
came and Beſieg'd Bagdat, or Babylon, 


- Which they took from the Turks, Then 


the Cofſacks, with the Inhabitants of 
the Ukrain, gave. him ſome Diverſion, 
making violent Incurſions into the 
Turkiſk. Territories , and laying all 
Waſte where-ever they came. . How- 
ever, the Sultan regarded the Perſan- 
War ' with - moſt Concern. He ſeat. 


an Army toward Babylon, in the Year 


1626. who were defeated by the Per- 
ſian; ; Twenty Thouſand Turks being 
Kill'd ppon the Spot. This was re- 
veng'd. afterwards, by the Slaughter of

Jow'd the Siege, or rather Blockgde of 


Babylon by the. Turks. 


'A while 'dfter this , happen'd that 
&readful 'Fire at Conſtantinople, which 
conſumed a Third Part of the City.

ſome of his Letters ; eſpecially. ro his 
Eriend Dgner Oglow , 'v/ho had ſuffered 
igreat Loſles in the Conflagration. 


Nob long after this, there was a

Next 'follow'd the taking of -Revan 
by the Perſians; which was accompa- 
nied by the Rebell;on of the Beglerbeg of 
Greece, At which Time-there rag'd a 
Deſtruftive Plagne at Conſtantinople.

about tke ſame Time, the Perſians rou- 
ted the Turks before Babylon, andforcd.

Jbrabim being es rw with abEx- 
travagant Luſt after Women, and haying 
debauch'd the  dufei's' Daughter ; the 
Mufti, with the Grand Vie and Tome 
other Baſſa's, Conſpir'd againſt him, 
drawing his own Mother into the Ploe. 
At length he was ſeiz'd, depos'd, and 
after ſome Days Confinement, growing 
Mad , he was Strangled in his Prifon, 
and his Son Mabomet IV. afcended the 
Throne ;, a Prince addifted-more to Hun- 

ing, and the Pleaſures of a Country- 
Life, than to War or Love of Women. 
Whence it was, that he ſperit moſt of his 
Summers in ſome delightful Solitude, _ 
where the agreeable Shades of Tree 
the purling Streams, and Harmony 6 
Birds, -envited him as to an Eartbly Pa- 
radjſe, Yet this hinder'd not the Grand 
Vir from profecuting the Wars in Hun- 
gary, Dalmatia, Canaia, and elſewhere, 
as there was Occaſion. Of all which 
Things;our Spy gives Hints in hisLetters, 
according to their proper Seaſons.

To draw towards a- Concluſion, the 
Reader of theſe Letters may_obſerve, 
That our Spy, in ſome of them, makes. 
Mention of ſeveral Papers 'and Fournals 
which came to his Hands ; and oof one 
which he wrote himſelf in the Academies, 
wherein is contain'd the Hifory of his 
Touth, with the moſt Memorable Adyen-

Such was the End of this Prince, . ſo highly. ve- 
nerated by. the French, He was really a+ Man of 
great Courage and great Penetration ; and. ſo 
much che greater, in that he regarded the Deſtru- 
&on of the Ottoman Empire, as one of che difficul- 
reſt things in the World. And truly, no atker 
Prince did that Honour to Mahomet nor his Succeſ- 
ſors. Bur yer not finding. his own Forces ſuffi- 
cient to invade and deſtroy the Zarkiſh Empire, he 
invented a Chymerical Proje& co find Poſſibility in 
a thing which ever appeared impoſhble. 

In the very Moment I am Writing,. I have .re- 
ceived certain News of my Ruin, If I be not 
taken off rhis time art Pars, I ſhall be perhaps 
more. fortunate than ever, and - more ſucceſsfully 
and fully ſerve our great Emperor, whoſe Clemens» 
cy. is equal ro his Grandeur, and who is above all 
the Powers on Earth. Cardinal Richliex has ſenr 
for me to come to him; I therefore finiſh this Ler- 
ter in haſte, which perhaps will be the laſt I write, 
being: greatly afraid I am diſcovered. If my Fear 
be vain, I ſhall learn thee in another Letrer, the 
moſt remarkable Events of Henry's Life. In the 
mean time I am reſolyed and diſpoſed, ro ſuffer 
the Martyrdom. * If 1 dye, my dear Egry, we ſhall 
ſee ane another in the other World ; if ic be true, 
That we ſhall have Eyes there, and remember whar 
has paſt here below.

Ardinal Richlieu n:2de me come .in-his Pre- 
- A_J\{cnce,: and yet Iam alive 3: he hasmor at» 
rempted any thing againſt either Life or Liberty 3 
bat hasdoaec nie che ſame Honour, as to other fo- 
reigti Charchmen.; for he believes I am of Moldavia 
calling me Titws, not knowing- any more of me, 
than'whar I rold . him. It ſeems on the contra» 
xy 45-if he intended me Kindneſſes, ſuppoſing 
me a bicter Enemy to the Tarks ; and perhaps, I 
ſhall receive ſome Preſent from him : For, having 
ſerved him already as an Interpreter, I ſball .cell 
thee, Invincible Yizir, what has paſt berween him 
and me, without any fear of beiag redious to chee. 
I ſerve thee fairhfully, and wrice to thee as oft as 
my Duty requires: 

As ſoon as I was in his Cloſer, he thus ſpoke-to 
me; Titus, What doft thou do in Paris ? What. Buſi- 
neſs haft thou im this Toipn ? and. what-is really. thy 
Country 2 1 anſwered him; Tha: I was a pour Clerk 
of Moldavia, and came /to. ſtudy Divinity. and be 4 
Prieſt; that I bnew tw better place. to become Wiſe and 
Learned, and that I would willingly ſacrifice. all 
things to Fender bim Service, He afterwards ask'd 
me,' "Whither 1 was acquainted with. any. of the 
Eaſtern Languages ; and, Whether. I- bad ever been 
at: Conftaurinople? 1 have been, replyed 1,- in this 
great Town when I was a Child, and that my Fa- 
ther and Mother were then in Slavery, My Father 
is dead,; and my Mother is married again to 4. Chri- 
ſtian Greek ; I andertend Arabick and Turkiſh ; and 
ani perfettly '#kild in the School-Greek. What do 
4. - FB H 3 you 
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Jou mean by Schovl-Greek ? replyed the Cardinal *: 
It is different from the Vulgar Greek, anſwered 1, 
which is ſo corrupted, that learned People will not 
give themſelves the Trouble to underſtand it. He af- 
terwards bade me go into a little Cloſer, where [ 
ſhould find one of his Secretaries, who would need 
my Help; where had no ſooner entred, bur the 
Secretary preſenred me wi:h a Tarkiſh Maruſcripr, 
to rurnfſnto Latin cr Tralian, if 1 could not do it 
into French, 1 immediately rranſlated ir into Latin; 
and will now inform thee (wiſe Miniſter, ' and 
Governour of the Great Empire of the true Faith» 
ful) of the Contents of it. 

The Chriſtian Derviſes, called in France Cardelier *, 
keep, as chou knoweſt, in 7eruſalem, the Sepulchre 
of their Meſſier, by a Priviledge which Zelimrhe 
Conqueror of Paleffine granted them. "Theſe Refi 
gime', have neirher Peace nor Truce with the Greeb 
Chriſtians, and they have ſuch Differences rogerher, 
a5 are of ill Conſequence ro all ; they perſecure 
one are:her without -cezfing, and ſpread abroad 
moſt birrer Satzrs agaipſt each orher. Each Party 
makes. ill Reports ro his Supertor of. thar which 1s 
oppoſite, and mixes among ſome Trurh, a grear 
many Eyes and abſurd Stones.

Quier, for the Service of a Scate, with which ſhe is 
always at War. 

Had the Genozſes any Cauſe of Complaint againſt 
Amurath, they would want neither Soldiers, nor 
Arms, nor Veſſels, nor Money, to raiſe Enemies 
againſt him: Bur at preſent, whilſt cheir Affairs

-2"F"I S about 60 Years, fince D. Sebaſtian, Ki 
of Portugal, died in Africk,: by the Hands 
the Moors; and yer his SubjeQts will believe him 
He parted from Lzsbon inthe Year 1578. in the 
of re-eſtabliſhing on his Throne Muley Me- 
bemet, Cheriff of Africh, whom his Unkle Mulry Ab- 
delemelech would bereave of his Kingdom 3 bur in ef- 
fe&, ro endeayour at the making himſelf Maſter of 
His Army confiſted of a Thouſand Sail, well fur- 
niſh'd with Proviſions, few Soldiers, bur a great © 
many Nobility. This Prince was nor above 25 Years 
of Age, whenhe formed this Enterprize; he wasa |. 
 fironp bodied Man, of a moderare Srarure, bur 
wellferz his Hair was yellow, his Eycs great, and 
full of Fire ; his Courage was not inferiour to his 
Strength; and he had *no violent Inclination to”. 
Pleaſures, which y cake Mens Minds ax 
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from gallant ARions; he was temperate in- all 
things; yet very forward in Underrakings, and a 
ways firm and unmoveable in greateſt Dangers. He 
was-a. great Husband of his Revenues, employing 
them in his SubjeRs Defence, 'or to the Increaſe of > 
his own Power. . He was agreeable roall-rhoſe rhax 
waited on him ; and in the freeſt Converſations, 
he cook care nor to diſoblige any one by ſharp Rail- 
Tery or diſtaſtful Sayings; and ſo merciful was he, 
that he” avoided all Occaſions of condemning his 
Subje&s ro Death. He paſſionately loved Warz but 
'eis rhought che Expedition into Africk, wherein he 
periſhed, came from Spaniſh Counſels. 
D, Sebe/tian was kill'd in fighting with an Invin- 


 Cible Courage. The Moors ſay, Thar his Enemies 


were ſo charmed with his Courage, that his Death 
drew Tears from their Eyes. 

He was for\aken by his cwn ; mortally wounded 
near the right Eye-brow; and plerced with Darts 
in ſeveral Parts of his Body, He had no Wound 
in his Head, becauſe he was armed ; but he had a 
greatone in his Arm, which ſeemed ro come from 
a Musker- Bullet. *Tis aid, he was buried in'the 
Field;: near a oor, without any Ceremony, Pray- 
ers, or Company of his Relations, er Subjefs. And 
this was the end of this Great King, who made all 
Africk ar firſt co tremble. 

Although the Moors rejoyced at the Dearhof fo 
puiſſant an Enemy 3. yer his Friends bewaiſed his 
Misfortune: The Kingdom of Portugal ceichrared 
his Funeral in a Magniticent Manner; and, the King 
of Spain prottered {everal Thouſand Crowns for his 
Body, to bury him in a manner aniwerable ro the- 
Digniry of his Birch and Merir 3- and: chac Four 
Kings have ſince ſupplied his Throne ; yet was there 
found a Maa bold enough ro maintain in the Face 
of all Ttaly, that he was really D. Sebaſtian King of 
Portugal. He preſen;ed himſelf. ar Venice in- an AG- 

Qs kembly 
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ſembly of the wiſeſt Magiſtrates in Exrope.z- he reci- 
red ro them the Accidents of his Life 3 the / Biftory 
of his Predeceſſors ; the Misforrunes he mer with in 
Africk, whence: he retired into Calabria. He did 
more; for he ſtripp'd himſelf before chis Tllaftri- 
ous Afſembly ; he ſhewed them Seventeen 'Marks 
on his Body, which were acknowledged with Aſto- 
niſhmene by the Portugueſes themſelves, ro be at 
leaſt very like thoſe which chey knew their Sove- 
reign had'on his Body ; and he alſo ſhewed that he 
had one Hand prearer than the other, and a' Lip 
diſproporrionable in the ſame manner, which were 
the well known Marks in the Perſon of D. Sebaſtian. 
Hertalks of Ambaſſadors, which he ſenr to the Re- 
publick ; he cires the Anſwers he had received and 
all he fays is found conformable ro the Truth: 
He anſwers withour Hefitation, ro all that 1s obje- 
Red z which makes ſeveral of the Senate believe him 
ro be really the King, and others take him for a 
Witch. 

Bur, in fine,” this Prince right or wrong, 1s led 
away to Priſon at the Solicication of the Spaniſh Am- 
bafſador 3- where having long lain, he is ſer ar'Li- 
berty under an obligation co leave the Venetian 
Countries in three days time. 

Some Portugueſes, moved with Compaſſion, ' dil- 
guiſed him ina Dervis's Habit, and condudted him 
lecretly to Florence, to tranſport him aſrerwards co 
Rome; but the great Duke of Tuſcany cauſed him 
tobe apprehended, and ent him ro theV7ce-Roy of 
Naples, He preſented himſelf before him with his 
ulual Confidence, and: furprizced all that ſaw him, 
aad heard him ſpeak ; and ſeeing the Vice-Roy un» 
covered, he ſaid unto him with great Aﬀurance,and 
Mow 5 Be covered, Counrde Lemnos z which 'ob- 
liged this Miniſter to ask him, By what Authority be 
took on bim this Boldneſs ? To which he anſwered, That 
bis Authority was born with him ;” and that he feigned 
not 
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not to know him; and yet he ought to remember thi t 
King Philip, his Unkle, had ſent him twice to him, and 
that the Sward which he then wore by his Side, was that 
which he then gave him.

This is not the firſt Example of the Boldneſs of 
an Impoſtor ; Rome ſaw hererofore a Man that had 
the Audaciouſnels to publiſh he was the real Pom- 
pey, who was kill'd in Egypt, by.the Cruelty ofthe 
yourg Ptolomy. The Queen Artemiſa found one 
Artemis, who had ſo great a Refemblance with 
Antrichus her Husband, whom ſhe had cauſed ro be 
mutrthered, that he was not known, when he pur 
himſelf into the Bed of the dead King, pretendin 
ro be_this Prince fick ; he recommended Ariemiſe 
ro his SubjeRs, and did ſeveral rhings in favour of 
this Princeſs.

Ic is not only it 1aly People kill one another in 
fingle Combars 3, *tis the ſame in France, amongſt 
the Nobility, who manage theſe Combars in a dif- 
ferenr Sorr. The beft Friends tear one another on 
the'ſmalleſt Occaſion, and rhey prepare for a Duel 
in ſuch a manner, as will appear co thee without 
doubt Tidiculous, | | 

Theſe Enemies Sup together che Night before 
the Combat, and often lie rogether in the ſame 
Bed. The Friends, which ferve as Seconds, do 
the ſame; and when they are come to the Place 
where they be to fight, a Friend is forced by the 
Maxims of Roncur, to cut his own Throat with the 
Man's he perhaps moſt loves. Nathing happens 
more frequently in Paris, than theſe,kind of Com-

Written near Valencia d'Alcanrara, 
where T ſhall expe# Fourſeore Days N2ws of bim ; and 
the laft Twenty Days, I ſhall tranſport my ſelf into the

In the mean time, 1 entreat my Lard, the King of 
Spain, . 10 give me no Command in bis Armies, bit to

Charge, till that ſerving him in this manner, I may 
help to recover the Kingdem of Portugal, and may

If thou ſheweſt this Letter of Defiance ro'the
